The iioniinalion of candidates for the 
provincial h-gislatiiro lo(jk place yc-iler- 
(hiy throughout the province, the event 
arousing very little interest except in 
constituencies whore there was some 
doubt as to either party putting candi- 
dates in the Held. There were jue or 
two surprises, caused chielly by the par- 
tial success of Premier -Martin's Ifantie 
efforts to brini' a representative out in 
every district. There aro no govom- 
ment candidate's in either North or 
South Xanaiino and while it is known 
thai the other pariies will go to the polls 
in Cariboo and Cassair. from which dis- 
tricts the results Of the nominations have 
ncit been received, there is no informa- 
tion that the Government will contest 
those constituencies. Also- among those 
who have been slaccd in the accompany- 
ing list as Governmect supporters are one 
or t'vo that Mr. Martin cannot depend 
upon following him although they en- 
dorsed his platform.

The Government 
do not expect to elect their candidate in 
Nanaimo but they may so split the Lib- 
eral vote as to permit of Mr. McKinnell 
being elected. .Vnother surprise was 
the withdrawal of Major Mutter, the 
Indei-endent for Cowichan, thus making 
sure that Mr. Ford, the Government can- 
didate will lose his deposit. At the last 
moment a (iovorninent candidate was 
secured at l{(-vrlstok;>. prevriiting the 
election of Mr. Taylor, the Conservative, 
by acelaiuation. Mr. liclgesen has with- 
drawn from Cariboo and liis place on the 
(JoveriiiutMit party ticket talien by Mr.

As he has only about 15 
miles to travel, the speedy announcement 
may be expected that tho British com- 
mander-in-chief himself has gained a 
foothold in the Transvaal, and that he 
will remove the Federal position south of 
johiinnosburg in the middle of the com- 
iiii; week.

LAND BONUSES AND TAXES. 

\'iMy uuK'li is said b.v the so-called 
lalior candidates about the exomptiou of 
railway grants from taxation. We think 
that perhuiia few people take the trouble 
to reason this matter out. Certain rai: 
ways have received subsidies in laud and 
by tho terms of the contracts the land, 
as lonj; as it is used for railway purposes 
is exempt from taxation. What is there 
wrong in such an arrangement? ^Vheu 
a railway company is given a certain 
amount of land to induce it to build a 
railway, the land remains in the country 
just the same. It was non-taxable be 
fore it was given to the company because 
it belouged to the crown. So the public 
are none the worse oil because it remains 
exempt from taxation in the hands of its 
new owners. The moment the company 
Beils the land or uses it for any other 
Iiuriioses than those of the railway, the 
land becomes taxable. This is ri^ht 
enough. When a man buys a piece 
laud from the government he pays taxes 
upon it. Why then should he not pay 
taxes upon a piece of land that he buys 
from a rr.ilway company? If the fact 
that it is exempt from taxation before 
purchase is a valid reason why it shotild 
be exempt from taxation after purchase 
in the one case, it is an equally good rea- 
son in the other ease. 

Hut it .is said that the rail- 
way coniiiany usuall.v asks a hiKbcr 
price for its land than the gov- 
ernment does. This may also be true, 
but this is because it is worth more. If 
it is not worth more, people will not buy 
it. To this some will answer that thi' 
government lands are not near a railway 
and people want lands that are. Thifi 
is also true, but the company's lands are 
near the railway because the company 
built tthe railway, ft is the act of the 
company which has made the lands more 
valuabli> ihnii other lands, and sur(dy 
it is reasonable that the company should 
derive the benefit of this enhanced value. 

The system of land subsidies may be 
all wroM^'. We arc not prepared to ad- 
mit it without some qualification, but for 
the sake of the nrgument wo will admit 
llial il is. Nevertheless when land sub 
sillies have been given, exemption from 
taxation can be jnstificd upon sound 
economic principles. It is, Of course, all 
a matter of bargain, and when the bar 
sain lias once been made it should be 
adhered to. No railway company in 
British Columbia would have talton 
lands subject to taxation and built a rail 
way on the Bt^.ength o£ the grant. Wh^n 
Mr. W. W. B. Mclnnes endeavored last 
year to nepotiate for the sale of the B. 

X. priipert.v to a New York syndicate 
he a(,liiiilt(Kl that if the lands were sub- 
ject to ta.x:ation no one would buy thi 
railway belt and that the terms of thi 
sale must be such as would continue the 
exemption. We can easily imagine con- 
dilioiis under which .-i railway company 
iiiif;lit he very willin.i: to accept lauds as 
a subsidy, oven thou.i;h they were subject 
to taxataion, but there is no part of Brit- 
ish Columbia to which this would apply. 
There is altogether too much waste laud 
ill any possible subsidy. Take any oni) 
of the railway grants. Some of it will 
dottbttess prove very valuable, but there 
must iiecessarily bo thousands upon 
thousands of acres from which the com- 
paify will never derive any revenue 
whalover.Yet if this land wore subject 
to taxation, the company would have to. 
pay upon it forever, and tlio value of the 
remainder of its subsidy would be re- 
duced by just so mu'cU. , We can imagine 
ft Company selling all its- land that is of 
any value and yet ■continuing year after 
year to pay taxes upon something that it 
could not got rid of. The fairest way to 
deal with this matter is us it has been 
dealt vt|U»« 1'?^ .,^? ^? not_ imagine the 
Iiepple of British'' Golumbia would sanct- 
ion 'anythiuK like repudiation ,0/ their 
contracts on the strength of which rail- 
ways have been built.

The Apos'tle Paul wrote: . "If in Ihia 
life only we have hope, we are of all 
men most miseraihle." This tost, like a 
good many others, m ofteu treated very 
differently from what was probably lin 
the Apostle's mind when lie wrote it. 
That Patfl was always, when he wrote, 
laying down rules for the giiidanco of all 
mankind for all time is exceediusly im- 
probable. As a matter of ^fact, he was 
a very practical person, addressing him- 
self directly to the individuals for whose 
perusal liLs letti-is were iutemled. lie 
never needlessly theorized and never in- 
dulged in mere platitudes. The proixisi- 
tiou <piote(l is self-evideul when the cir- 
cnnxstauces are state<l. Taiil and his 
fellow Christians had very little to make 
life worth living. It is doubtless a fine 
thing to die a martjT'fS death, if there i: 
a reward in the eternal future, but it is 
certainly a very poor sort of perform 
auetj if death ends all. Why not give 
rein to our passions, why not simply 
gratify self, why trouble about such 
elusive Ihiiig iis truth, it' when wc cease 
to breathe we cease to beV Why not 
burn a dozen Itomos if it affords tis any 
pleasure, if for the vlcWms of our brut- 
ish tastes and for ouinelves there is no 
liereal'ter? "Li't us eat. drink aad be 
merry, fm- to-aiorrciW we die" is the (-ul- 
niinalion ol' wisdom, if in this life only 
we have hope. Paul by the eye ol' 
faith saw within the veil, and .-o lie 
taitght that the greatest siilToriiicrs in 
this life are not worthy to be ciunparcd 
with the joy^-- of the hereafter. Ilis words 
above fjnoted simply present the other 
side of the shield, setting forth . a bare 
fact as it would be if it were not for 
the reality of the future life. 

Now it is not to be supposed that be- 
catise the above things are true there is 
anything wrong in hoping for things in 
this iife, or that the person who hopes 
only for things in this lite in necessarily 
miserable. We know that as a uiattei- of 
fact ho Is not. Paul's contemporaries, 
who filled the cup of enjoyment to the 
brim and emptied it to the dregs, and 
never troubled themselves about another 
life, were by no moans miserable. Hut 
we need not go back to the tinic of Paul, 
for there are thousands of people to-day 
who give the future iite no thought an 1 
yet are not tixiseraible, but qnlte the re- 
verse. It is no use to'' say that they arc 
miserable if they only knew it, for a 
sad fate awaits them in the iiilinile fu- 
ture, for Paul had no such far-fetched 
notion as that in his mind, IJop0fulness 
for this life is a duty as well an a source 
of [ilearsure. It Is one of the greatest in- 
Uuences which work for the elevation of 
iiiankiiid. It is perhaps not too much to 
say that as a man hopes so is ho. I'ul 
pits ring from Sunday to Sunday with 
the praises o£ Faith and Charity, but the 
.sister grdce of Hope is usually dgnored. 
Yet we note tliat Paul, who was a lit- 
erary man .■mil knew the value of climax, 
placed Hope esecoud in his trinity, be 
ginning with Falith and culminating in 
the god-like attribute of Charity. He 
placed Hope next to the greatest. And 
it well deser\ e.s the place. AVc may 
lose our Faiith. Disappointment may fol 
low Uiaappoin.raent until we feel as if 
there is nothing in heaven or earth that 
we can trust to. ilistortuno and ingra 
titiide may seal up the fountains of our 
charity as the Ice-King looks up the 
rivers, but Hope never deserts us. One 
might almost say that if Faith and Char 
ity were taken from us and Hope alone 
weri! left, it would evolve the other two. 

Hopefulness for this life is a glorious 
thing. It is the chief incentive to action. 
It has in every walk of .life gone before 
to "point the glad to-morrow and make 
lis forget the darkness of to^lay." When 
Faith falters, Hope with its strong arm 
bears us up. But while this is true, 
there is doubtless a higher hope which 
ought also to inspire us in our lives. 
There is nothing inconsistent in hope in 
this life with hope for a future life. In- 
deiNl we may, if we are true to ourselves, 
have hope for both. The man who docs 
what is right has gained a title to hope 
for both worlds.

DYNAMITERS. 



It has been an open secret for some 
tim,-? that organizations in the United 
States have «ent out emissaries for the 
purpose of doing damage to government 
property in Canada. The Washington 
government cannot bo held responsible 
for this, and would doubtless do anything 
in its power to prevent .such iMitrages. 
X(!vcrthpless the public men of the Unit- 
ed States are very largely to blame in the 
premifies. Such men as the iiidiscre';-t cx 
coiigressiii;iii from the Slate ol' Wash- 
ington, Col. .lames Ilnmilton Lewis, who 
goes about the country liowling against 
Creat Britain, are in the highest degree 
ciil|iablc. They inspire villaiinoue senti 
ments in the minds of irresponsible dos 
poradoes. Tiiey themselves would Im 
very carefid to avoid doing anything to 
endanger the safety of their own skins, 
and if in power would be the first to set 
the machinery of the law in motion to 
suppress acts of Jawlossnoss. Bui they 
are not in power. They are in the cold 
sliades of political adveinity and the sum 
total of their hopes is to get into ollice. 
For this purpose they persistently appeal 
to the worst passions of the lowest ele- 
ments of the community. 

Men charged _with attempting to des- 
troy loclix in "the WoUand eannl until 
dynamite have been found guilty ami 
have been sentenced to life imprisonment.

Such a severe jmn- 
ishment will undoubtedly deter others

STFV.N'S FLIGHT. 

A Story of How llo Saved Himself at 
liloeml'tmteiu. 

T'he following breezy and probably 
somewhat faneitiil story of President 
Stevii'n flight from lUoemfontein its given 
liy .1 New York Herald correspondent 
with the Boer force.-;. 

On Saturday and Sund:iy, March 10 
and 11, severe engagements were fought. 
The Boers repulsed •■. number of frontal 
attacks, ibut tJie steady swing of the 
liritish cavalry around their left flank 
compelled a retirement. This sealed the 
fate of Bloom fontein. 

A panicky feeling swept over the civil- 
ian population. The rai'way station was 
by.'jiejj'et.l by reCugew '(vjiiting the depar- 
ture of trains. Several si>ecial trains 
had been roaen'ed for this final rush, aud 
they were soon Jammed to Buffoe.'jtion. 
Otiier men, women and children t)ilod in- 
discriminately into cattle and box cars, 
where they sat in disconsolate Rroui>s 
upon their belongings. Hundreds who 
could obtain no places in tho trains left 
in vohiclas and on horseback. 

Even as late as daybreak Tuesday 
there was no certainty as to Wihen tiie 
Fiiigiish would mrrive. About eight 
o'clock all uncertainty was set at rest, 
when the Boer rear guard, stationed out- 
side the .town, came galloping in with 
word that the British w-ere less than 
two miles away. Thifi news elect rilied 
even the tardiest lingerers, but Presi- 
dent Steyn still lingered. lie had, early 
in the day. seat his car with instructions 
to wail for him a few miles north. He 
closed and Iocke<l the presidency and tho 
State house, and turned the keys over to 
the acting burgomaster, to bo delivered 
to the Knglish. Then he mounted his 
to the market square and 
waite<l. There was a clatter of hoofs, 
and a Boer guard galloped through the 
.srpiare, calling out tiiat the Laiu'crn were 
entering the town. Thi.s proved true, 
hut the main body halted in the suburbs, 
and a group of ofllcers advanced to as- 
certain whether there would be any re- 
sistance. Around a corner they cantered, 
and into the siiuare, where the cheers of 
a crowd of British partisans ust^urod 
them a peaceful welcome. Not till then 
did l're.sideut Steyn 'turn his horse's head 



stuff was going like hot cakes, Men 
fairly fell over each other to get to the 
buggy, and every now 'and then the fa- 
kir would brawl out:,'Hain't time to stop 
just now gentlemen, but be sure to pre- 
serve your wrappers!' "When he had 
bold perhaps four hundred bottles, and 
the crowd was about cleaned out, he 
stopped suddenly and held up his hand 
for attention. 'No\y,. gentlemen,' he said, 
producing a ball of narrow pink tape.

Get 
in lino please.' The crowd obeyed with a 
rush, and presently four hundred men 
were strung out along the curb, holding 
to the tape and woiulering what was go- 
ing to happen ne.\t. The fakir drove slow- 
Iv up the street, paying out the tape as 
lie wont. 'Hold on to tho magic ribbon!' 
he yelled. 'Dont't let go of the mystic 
band!' TUe tape was five blocks long, 
(iiui when lie paid out the last of it he 
whipped up his team and vanished in the 
gathering night, leaving 400 large able- 
bodied chumps hanging pntiently to hia 
infernal string. When the trick dawned 
on them he was half way to the next 
township. Was I in the line, did you 
ask? Yes, I was."

THE EYE. 

False Ideas and Absurdities Used by 
Novelists. 

Niinsoiise science about llny eye seems to 
be possessed of the proverbliil nine lives 
of the mythlcnl cat. However absurd, how- 
ever fre(iueiitly disproved, the stories reap- 
pear with a iiertiniielry, vitality and rcgu- 
liirily that Is Inexplicable. Of no other or- 
gai; are these popular superstitions and fal- 
lacies so prevalent. A brief review of a 
few may prove interesllng: 

Nonsense No. 1— For centuries novelists 
and story tellers have been utilizing the 
tale of the linnge of the murderer photo- 
graphed uiioii or In llie eye of the mur- 
dered man. In the last years two novelists 
have repeated It. iind In Ihe iiowsiiaporB It 
often pops up witli eeinlc Ir.nocency and 
sideinnity. According to variant a, th" 
spectator rushi's to the corpse and sees 
the Image on the cornea or on the iris; va- 
riant b requires deep gazing Into "the In- 
terlor of the eye" to see it; In variant c tlie 
photographer Is required to "develop It; ' 
ill variant d the picture is on tii" rotjna 
and di-sst ctloii Is needed to reveal il t.) Ihe 
iiaked-e.ve vision of tlie bystander; or, 
Insll.v, according to variant i', only the 
phetographer or the micniscope will sliow 
the retinal photograph. Ol" eoars". no im- 
ago can bo formed on or In tlie cornea or 
on the Iris If the laws of optics are 
true, and without an ophthnlmoscope no 
eye except that of the novelist could S(?e 
tile retina, and If bv death there were an 
image lixeil liieri> (which there Is not). It 
cc uld not be seen by another eye, aided or 
not, hy llie arts of dissection, photography 
or mlcro.?coDy. 

Nonsense No. 2— A novel has recently been 
Issued from the press of a New York 
imbilshlng house for which the profes- 
sional title of the author may give author- 
ity to the ps'iudoscience which, somewhat 
like tiie nonsense photography mentlonoil, 
iias a fairyiike nlilllty to revive after death. 
'I'lic plot of tlie novel Innis on the alisurd- 
llv tlial the liralii cells liave the power to 
retain linpressions iiki' a photugrajihic 
idaie. We remember to have seen a com- 
ically grave account of tlio brain of a 
chess player, In which the inlseoacope 
sliinved niu.ieroiis clie.ssbniirds In Us text- 
nie, s.iiiii-whi-M-e. 

N.. license \<i. :! -ICven in the most serious 
of le-uspapers (perli.aps. als.>. in sonii' medi- 
cal lournaisi there lias been lately aiipear- 
lug a grave scientlllc explanation of llie 
snabes seen by patients with deliilnni Ire- 
mens. This oonslsts In Ihe fact that some 
oculist has repnrled the retinal vessels 
in the disease to be Increased In size and 
tortuosity. A '-jump" Is then made lo llie 
supposition that the snakes are the Images 
of these tortuous and overfilled vessels. 
The vessels of one's own retina are Invisi- 
ble except hy a little device of which the 
drunkard knows nothing. 

Nonsengo No, 4— Pseudcsclentlflc persons 
are fond of ■re-dlscoverlng the old bit of 
dogmatism that the eyes, per se, have no 
"expression"— that Is. apart from the emo- 
tions Indicated bv the rest of the face. 
Last year one of the most self-sntlslled 
essays" of one of the most self satlsllod of 
English essayists was devoted to showing 
up what she supposed the pitiable fallacy 
of the whole world that the eve does have 
power of expressing feeling. But what an 
utterly different expression does mydriasis 
give not only to the eyes, but to the entire 
face! Pupillary diameters and mnblUtlps 
are most sensitively obedient to the piny 
of the emotions, and they who do not rec- 
ognize this must he strangely unobservant. 

Nonsense No. 6— Although any one can be 
made to ae« thenii bo few Indeed have ever 
ofcaerred what the' oonllsts called mnscae 
that when first they happen to catch a 
glimpse of the filmy dots and strings float- 
ing across a page or a cloud they arc 
frightened. Qnncks set great store by these 
"black specks," and treat the poor, wor- 
ried patients for months with medicines 
and lotions. Muscae have no pathological 
signlflcnnco whatever, unless perhaps oc- 
cnalonally to the disordered Imagination of 
a dipsomaniac.

In His Young Days Rescued 
Esquimaux Boy From 
Death: ' 



A Tough Journey Through a 
Winter Storm on the L'ab- .• 
rador Coast. :■ ' " " 



The hardshipij through which Lord 
Strathcona passed in his youth while flJJ 
employee of the Hudson Bay Co. and the 
onuhrftnce and courage that have charac- 
terized his life and enabled him to rise 
to his present high position are well set 
forth In th(f 'following incident in the 
Montreal Star. It is by a resident of 
the Lake St. John District in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, and evidently is writteii 
from personal knowledgo. 

All Oiuadu seems to bo talking about 
our graud old man. Lord Strathcona, 
Chief Conjuiissioner of the Hudson's 
Bay Compiiuy, nnil 1 can tell an inci- 
dent in his life that has never been told, 
wliich I think shows just tho sort of 
pllK'k nud push that was in him when 
he was a young man. Between tliirty 
and forty years ago, when he ■ivas in 
charge of listiiiiniaux Bay, Labrador 
district, he made a trip of inspection 
along the Labrador coast, to visit his 
northern posts. He was travelling with* 
• logs, its one always does in that; region. 
Ou hl.s return nt one ol" the Moravi' • 
missions, Hopedale, his driver, too^. ^.XX 
and had to be left there» Ap^ ntTeoald 
not get another driver t>r r-,,ot ^ ^ 
determ.ned to push On 'cO K^fie. one of 
Hn.r'nn' ''^^ tUeri tO COU- 

tinue on to Rigolo.i^ \^ head post in 
Hamilton l^jet. HVs drove stmighl

J"^^ cho coast line from post to post). 
J .nls shortened Ws route about ten miles. 
\\ hen he aj-rived at Bylie he found aH 
the people engaged in their epring sial 
lishing, and so scattered ..all Jiloug the 
edge of the icetthat lie'-coiild jriot ^get u 
guide there and had to start for 3t!golet 
alone again. .From Esriic.to.ltigblet-one 
has to cross the mountains, a diiftance 
of nbout sixty miles. On reaching the 
shore whore tijo portage begins, he found 
a snow house, and in it a poor .little Es- 
quimaux boy of aboat ■eleven years -old, 
abandoned by his people. Althomgb liav 
ins as much us he conld <ao-to get his'Sog 
team along with the load thoy had, and 
he often had to haul with his dogs in bad 
places, he took the boy 'along •with Hifan. 
AVhen he got into the mountains a storm 
(and it is only in those barren mountains 
one can realize what a snow storm in 
all its fury is) came on. Mr. Smith liad 
to go by compass. He struclj his route 
for Flower's Cove, in Esquimaux Bay. 
Then the worst was to come, as the dogs 
would not face the wind and snow; to 
get them ou Mr. Smith had to go ahead 
of them and they followed. Now, the 
boy was too small to drive the dogs; still 
something had to be done. Mr. .Smith 
made him sit nt tho head of the como- 
ticla (dog sleigh) and told him to hold on 
ond try to keep awake. In the cold 
children generally cover up their faces 
and go to sleep. Mr. Smith then started 
ahead. It was blowing so hard that he 
could just manage to keep on his fee't on 
his snowshoes. Very often he had to 
lean forward against the wind to pre- 
vent himself being blown backwards. 
The dogs followed quite easily where the 
going was good, and in bad places h 
helped them along. For some time he 
did not think of looking back nt the boy, 
but suddenly remembering him, he turn- 
ed round, and to his horror 'found the 
child had fallen off. Now for a job, n 
real hard one. to find the child acnin in 
a Northern blizzard in which one cannot 
see ten yards. 

.\t first he thought it would be impos- 
sible to turn back; then a bright thought 
struck him and he turned the^ogs round. 
They were only too glad to run before 
the wind. As he was not sure if they 
Would keep the same track (the snow and 
wind having wiped out every trace of 
it) he had to go ahead again, with his 
compass. After nbout an hour he came 
to a little heap of snow as he was pass- 
ing he happened t£> touch it with his 
snowshoe and sew a corner of Hie boy's 
skin clothing. He found he had run 
straight onto the child. He dug him out 
and found he had fallen asleep and fallen 
off the sleigh without waking up. The 
first thing he said was: "I am hungry." 
Mr. Smith took the end of the lash line 
(a rope made of seal skin used for tying 
on loads; it is generally coiled up at the 
end of the cometic, and tied the boy on 
SI) that he could not fall off again. Mr. 
Smith then turned his dogs soutli again 
and after 13 hours hard walking he got 
out to Geo. Flower's house, thirty miles 
from Rigolet. Tliere ho took another 
team of dogs and only rested an hour bo- 
fore starting off for Rigolet. 

Mr. Smith kept Edward Blue, as the 
men named the Esquimaux boy, until ho 
left Esquimaux Bay district, and the 
boy was kept as a servant in tho district 
till ho die<l. about twenty years after- 
Edward Blue was once sent to Wenaw- 
ana to bring down a dead Indian. A 
few years before he died he ■(vaa sent 
alono, as our men had too much spring 
work. I very much doubt if any of the 
other men would have gone alone to 
bring down a corpse. It was n journey 
of fnurteon days on snnwshoes. When 
Eihv.'ird Blue was asked to go he at once 
said, "Yes, sir, me go all right," KOt his 
toboggan and snowshoes, provisions, etc.. 
and started. For fifteen ilays wo heard 
no more of liim. But on the fifteenth 
liny, lifter dark, in ciune Mr. Blue very 
tired but all right. When a8k(!d if he 
brniiKht the (leiiil Indian alone, he re- 
plied, "Yes, sir; what you snpiwse I go 
for. I do tho best I can for him every 
night. Me ))ut liim close to the fire to 
keep poor fellow ■warm." We foud out 
afterwards that Edward believed that if 
he treated the dead man well he was 
sure to have good luck and had nothing 
to fear.

ItOSSLAND MINES. 

Weekly Reiwrt of the Brogress of the 
Cnmp. 

Rossland, May 20.— Tho joi^it shaft 
sunk on the iino between the Lo Koi and 
.losie group has attained ii depth of 40 
feet and the rich ore streaks continue 
throughout the vein, samples during the 
week having run as high as sis ounces 
iu gold. On the installation of the new- 
air compressors this shaft will be equip- 
ped with u steam hoist and extended as 
rtipidly as possible. A station is being 
cut on both the north and south sides of 
the h'haft upon the 100 foot level of the 
Nickelplate and the work on the hillside 
has just exposed a large body of chalco- 
pyrite ore, evidently of high grade. This 
is apparently the same body that was 
come upon in the south side of the shaft 
at the 470 foot level. 

The develoiiiuent of the Iron Mask has 
now cnteixHl upon its second stage. Supt. 
Hall fully justified the action he took 
early in the year, when he shut down 
shipments to prosecute development. Not 
only have the ore bodies been located on 
the west side, of the big strike, whose 
existence was known, but other ore bod- 
ies almost equally large and which may 
even prove more extensive than what has 
been considered the chief ore shoots, 
have also been discovered. Moreover, at 
depth the ore bodies liave also been 
found which may prove unsuspected 
ramifications of those above. Notwith- 
standing the holiday, the ore shipments 
have kept well up, having been 3,324 
tons for the week, no other mine having 
made any shipments. A sample carload 
of thirty tons was shipped by A. Sharp 
last Saturday from a mine of which he 
■will not give the name, for business rea- 
sons. Thus the total for the year to date 
is :n,OOS..') tons for the Le Itoi and .")!,- 
010 tons for the whole camp. 

In the ,Tosie a contract has been lot to 
sink a winze from the 300 to the .'iOO foot 
level. The winze has been sunk on tho 
lire shoot ond is goiilg down in solid, 
high grade, chnlcopyrite ore.
